Central Ward Councilman 
Cory Booker and his fellow ten- 
ants from the Brick Towers apart- 
ment complex believe their homes 
are worth fighting for. Just don’t 
tell that to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

‘The building they live in was. 
until recently, privately owned by 
Meir Hertz, who also happens to 
be the Executive director of the 
Lakewood Housing Authority in 
Ocean County. In January, HUD 
decided to take over Brick Towers 
after Hertz fell into default with. 
the agency because of many hous- 
ing code violations. 

As a result, approximately $2 
million in Section 8 subsidy aid 
was cut off, and on Feb. 9 HUD 
officially took over the property. 
Diane Johnson, HUD's New 
Jersey coordinator, said no final 
decision has been made 
whether to sell the building, shut 
it down, and relocate its 1,000 ten- 
ants. She said the organization 
has hired a contractor, Sanders, 
Roberts & Johnson of Atlanta, 
Ga., to do an evaluation of the con- 
ditions at the 298 unit develop- 
ment at 685-715 Martin Luther 
King Boulevard, and once it is 
done a decision will be made. 

“This is a classic example of a 
really good building that was run 
into the ground by the former 
landlord," Booker said. “Не 
allowed the building to go down 
and the tenants suffered what 
they suffered. Despite that, it's a 
spacious building and I have a 
great apartment as do many other 
people.” 

Booker said his main concern 
is the building’s tenants who will 
most likely be pushed out of their

Clinton accuses 
Giuliani of not 
caring for NY’s 
black concerns

WHITE PLAINS, NY (AP) — 
Hillary Rodham Clinton has 
accused Senate rival Rudolph 
Giuliani of essentially ignoring 
the black community of 
York City. 

Reacting to the New York 
mayor's statement that he felt no 
responsibility to reach out to 
blacks after the city’s latest police 
shooting of an unarmed black 
man, Clinton said last week. 

"He's basically written off 
whole communities in the city. 
that he's supposed to lead," she 
said. "What does that say about 
how people would be represented 


by him 

The mayors campaign 
spokesman, Bruce Teitelbaum, 
responded. 


“It sounds like Mrs. Clinton is 

still reading off the same script 
prepared by Al Sharpton,” he 
said. 
The first lady said the 
mayor’s actions after last week's 
killing of Patrick Dorismond — 
releasing the victim's police 
record and his girlfriend's com- 
plaint that he'd hit her — “have 
aggravated tensions in the city 
and have helped drive a wedge 
between the police and the com- 
munities they serve." 

Statewide polls on the Senate 
race have routinely shown the 
Republican mayor getting less 
than 10 percent of the black vote, 
while the Democratic first lady 
gets more than 80 percent. 

On Tuesday, the mayor was 
asked whether he felt any 
responsibility to talk or meet 
with black people after the third 
fatal police shooting of an 
unarmed black man in 13 
months. 

“No, I don't think so,” he said. 
“I think this is a situation that 
clearly had nothing to do with 
race.”

Poverty looms in healthy economy

WASHINGTON - According to New Jersey's 
most recent labor report, the Garden State is 
experiencing a healthy economy- unemployment 
declined 3.9 percent — the lowest in 10 years and 
the addition of 5,400 new jobs added to the robust 
state of things 

However, a study entitled “National Campaign 
For Jobs and Income” has revealed statistics that 
suggest poor and low income families are not ben- 
efiting as they should from the state’s growing 
economy. 

As a matter of fact, as stated in the report, 
New Jersey is one of 45 states with large amounts 
of unspent Temporary Assistance for Needy 
Families block grants (TANF) totaling $253.1 
million, 

‘These grants were put in place to assist wel- 
fare recipients complying with the reformed feder- 
al welfare law to aid them with Food Stamps and 
Medicaid to make welfare reform “succeed.” But, 
according to the study, it found that many former 
welfare recipients leaving the rolls were denied 
Medicaid and food stamps or both. 

Specific to New Jersey – welfare caseloads are 
down but poverty is not. The finding lists the over- 
all poverty rate and the incidence of child poverty

remain high, even in this booming economy; the 
average poverty rate for New Jersey in 1997 and 
1998 was 8.9 percent while the child poverty rate 
remained at a high 12.2 percent in 1998. 

People leaving welfare for work and welfare 
recipients who are working are struggling. The 
average earnings of welfare recipients who found 
work was only $10,968 per year, according to data 
submitted by the U.S, Department of Health and 
Human Services, indicating that many welfare 
leavers had only intermittent work or part-time 
work. 
Welfare reform has left many poor families 
behind. For poor families receiving welfare, cash 
grants remain very low. 

The cash grant level in N.J. is $424 for a fam- 
ily of three, which is only 37 percent of the official 
poverty line. The report stipulates that poor fami- 
lies are not receiving the support they need, which

GETS NNPA AWARD 


WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA)—The

PRESIDENT CLINTON 


ANNOUNCES EXECUTIVE 
ORDER TO PRESERVE 
FREEDOM HILL 


WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA)—President 
Bill Clinton announced the creation of 
the President's Council on the Future of 
Princeville, North Carolina. 

Prior to Clinton's order, the planning 
stages for Princeville were a swirl of 
debate over receiving federal funding 
and retaining local control over the 
funding. 

The order will create an interagency 
council that will include key cabinet 
members, elected officials, private sec- 
tor, community and non-profit groups to 
develop recommendations to help 
repair, rebuild and preserve Princeville 
As the first city founded by ex-slaves, 
Princeville holds a unique historical and 
cultural importance to North Carolina 
and to the United States. Princeville 
was referred to as Freedom Hill by fiee- 
ing African Americans who settled along 
the banks of the River Tar under the 
Protection of Union troops at the close 
of the Civil War. In recent times, the 
repeated flooding from the Tar River 
and Hurricane Floyd has ravaged the 
Freedom Hill community. 

“Itis my firm belief and the policy of my 
Administration that we must do more to 
help the people of Princeville who have 
bravely chosen to stay and rebuild their 
badly damaged hometown. We owe 
them our best efforts,” said Clinton. 


GUNMAKER AGREES TO 


MAKE PRODUCT SAFER 


WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA) — 
Clinton Administration and state and 
local governments reached a break- 
thfough agreement with America's 
latgest gun manufacturer - Smith & 
Wesson - under which the company 
agreed, to make major changes in the 

‚ Чеп, distribution and marketing of 
guns to make them safer, and to help 
kéep them out of the hands of children 
and criminals. 
The agreement requires Smith & Wes- 
sdf to: 1) Install mandatory gun locks 
and other childsafety devices on all 
guns. 2) Introduce "smart gun” technolo- 
gy in all newly designed handguns. 3) 
Bar gun sales - including gun show 
sales - without a background check of 
the buyer. 4) Limit multiple handgun 
sales. 
The agreement was signed for the Clin- 
ton Administration by Housing and 
Urban Development Secretary Andrew 
Cuomo and Treasury Secretary 
Lawrence H. Summers. Deputy Trea- 
sury Secretary Stuart Bizensiat and 
Deputy Attorney General Eric Holder 
participated in the announcement of the 
signing. 
In addition, the agreement was signed 
by New York Attorney General Eliot 
Spiizer and Connecticut Анотеу Gen- 
eral Richard Blumenthal on behalf of 
their states. 
Representatives of cities and counties. 
that have filed lawsuits against gun 
manufacturers also approved the agree- 
ment, pledging to drop their lawsuits 
against Smith & Wesson in exchange 
for the company's landmark reforms 
Cities and counties initially signing the 
agreement were: Camden, NJ; Miami- 
Dade County, FL; Los Angeles, Ingle- 
wood, San Francisco and Berkeley in 
California; Bridgeport, CT; Atlanta, GA; 
St. Louis, MO; Detroit, MI; and Gary, IN. 
More could sign in the future. 
Smith & Wesson President and CEO 
L.E. Shnitz signed the agreement for 
the company. 
The U.S. government will require any 
additional gun manufacturers joining in 
the agreement to meet all tile require- 
ments set for Smith & Wesson, with the 
possibilty of some additional conces- 
sions.

Neighbors stunned after shooting blamed on former militant

ATLANTA (AP) For 
more than 20 years, the for- 
mer black militant known as 

ap Brown has lived here 
as даш Abdullah Al-Amin, a 
Muslim leader known as a pil- 
lar of his community. 

Residents of his neighbor- 
hood find it difficult to believe 
that Al-Amin shot two sheriff's 
deputies who had come to 
arrest him. 

Al-Amin is the subject of a 
manhunt, charged with mur- 
der in the death of one Fulton 
County deputy and aggravated 
battery in the wounding of the 
other during a gunfight last 


week, 

Ricky Kinchen, 35, died on 
March 17. Aldranon English, 
28, shot in the chest, arms and 
legs, was listed in stable con- 
dition. 

Authorities believe — Al- 
Amin was also wounded. Offi- 
cers followed a trail of blood to 
a vacant house around the cor- 
ner, but did not find him 

Hasan Abdullah, on his 
way to a nearby mosque, 
called the idea of Al-Amin 
shooting anyone "preposter- 
ous. id 

"He's like a senator, like a 
politician in the community, 
except he's not been elected,” 
Abdullah said.

White Supremacy in Dixie 


Dr. Manning Marable 


How far has America actual- 
ly progressed toward more con- 
structive race relations? Judging 
by some recent events, not much. 

During this year's legal holi- 
day marking the birthday of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., I w 
invited to speak at a small, pre- 
dominantly white Southern col- 
lege. For decades, this school 
had been racially segregated, 
like other all-white public educ 
tional institutions. The college's 
first black faculty member had 
been hired only in the early 
1980s. Neverthel the initial 
reception I received was friendly 
and positive, from administr 
tors, faculty and representatives 
of the student government a 
ciation, who had sponsored my 
visit. Nothing up to that point 
had prepared me for what I 
would soon encounter that 
evening. 

My lecture that night was 
before an audience of perhaps 
500 people, consisting mostly of 
students and a significant num- 
ber of African Americans from 
the surrounding community. I 
spoke about the enduring legacy 
of Martin, the necessity to 
achieve social justice, and the 
urgent need for constructive dia- 
logue across America's racial 
chasm. As I concluded, most of 
the audience responded favor- 
ably to the message, but many 
sat in silence. 

A white male student 
jumped out of his seat even 
before the audience had stopped 
clapping, and raised his hand to 
ask the first question. When I 
acknowledged him, the white 
student launched into an attack 
against affirmative action, 
which was characterized as 
“reverse discrimination.” He 
insisted that both he and many 
of his friends had lost scholar- 
ships and jobs to unqualified 


minorities. I replied that statisti- 
cally less than two percent of all 
university scholarships were 
d,” that is, designated 
fati ladk aand Hispanics. Affir- 
mative action was necessary 
because job discrimination was 
still rampant, and blacks fre- 
quently were unfairly charged 
more for goods and services than 
whites. I cited one major study 
illustrating that blacks who 
negotiated and purchased auto- 
mobiles at white car dealerships 
were charged significantly more 
than whites who bought the 
identical с; 
The student was 

d and unapologetic. 
s were unclear, but 
sponse was, “that 
ought to shop somewhere 
рас Suddenly, а significant 
number of white students burst 
into applause, and a few even 
cheered. I quickly responded 
that this discrimination was ille- 
gal and morally outrageous, and 
that blacks shouldn’t have to 
shop in another country in order 
to be treated fairly in the market 
place. 

Don’t misunderstand my 
point here. As a middle-aged 
black man, I spent many sum- 
mers in Dixie during the 1960s. I 
experienced Jim Crow segrega- 
tion firsthand, and white racism 
is hardly a new phenomenon to 
me. 

America as a nation has been 
essentially “silent” about its 
racist history. As legal scholar 
Patricia J. Williams eloquently 
stated in the Nation recently, “It 
would be better to feet ourselves 
unsettled by the full truth of 
these historical horrors before 
we commend ourselves for һау-

Many lynch victims were 
African American men wrongful- 
ly accused of raping white 
women. Similarly, records show 
that 407 of the 435 men executed 
for rape were African Americans. 
The NAACP Legal Defense Fund 
argued, and in 1977 the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled, that the 
imposition of the death penalty 
in rape cases, the most racially 
discriminatory use of capital 
punishment, was unconstitution-

Supreme Court clerks? 


Judges choose their clerks in 
large part because they perceive 
that the clerk's academic and 
professional qualifications as 
well as their personal back- 
ground will enhance the deci- 
sion-making process. It hardly 
risks essentialism to observe 
that a clerk's racial experiences - 
just like their gender and eco- 
nomic background will inform 
what she brings to a case. I 
remember while clerking point- 
ing out issues in a case that my 
colleagues might not, in my 
absence, have even considered. 
Providing African Americans 
ss to judicial clerkships is 
important also because of the 
benefits of a clerkship to a 
lawyer's career. A clerkship with 
any court provides unparalleled 
exposure for law graduates to the 
operation of the courts and to a 
breadth of legal issues, all of 
which hones a lawyer’s advocacy 
skills. As a result, clerkships 
often lead to prestigious posi- 
tions in the public and private 
sector.

The motorcade began at 10 
a.m. at the Women In Support of 
the Million Man March head- 
quarters, 53 Lincoln Park 
Newark, in a driving rainstorm 
From there, it'traveled to Jersey 
City Hall, where a rally was 
held; also in the rain.

VA APPROVES GRANT TO 
IMPROVE NEW JERSEY 
STATE CEMETERY 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Secretary 
of Veterans Affairs Togo P. West 
Jr. today announced the award of 
a $113,295 grant to the State of 
New Jersey to construct a memor- 
ial walkway and other improve- 
ments at Brigadier General 
William C. Doyle Veterans Memor- 
ial Cemetery in Wrightsville, N.J. 
The Department of Veterans 
Affairs grant will pay 100 percent 
of the allowable costs of designing 
and building the walkway, to 
include grading and drainage as 
well as paths for the placement of 
memorials to military units. 

The State Cemetery Grants Pro- 
gram has helped to establish, 
expand or improve 41 operational 
state veterans cemeteries. 

Since the program was estab- 
lished in 1980, VA has awarded 
102 grants for more than $75 mil- 
lion to 24 states plus Guam and 
the Commonwealth of the North- 
ern Marianas. 

In Fiscal Year 1999, six new 
grants were awarded totaling 
almost $7 million 

The state veterans cemeteries 
provided 13,383 burials in FY 
1999.

Caraballo urges legislature to alter 1.0. cards 
to make organ donation more accessible 


TRENTON — Assembly- 
man Wilfredo Caraballo’s spon- 
sored resolution that would 
include a check-box for organ 
donors on County ID cards 
recently passed the Assembly 
Law and Public Safety Com- 
mittee. 

Caraballo's resolution (AR- 
55) urges the state director of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control to 
include organ donor informa- 
tion on county ID cards. Cur- 
rently, the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control office issues identifi- 
cation cards without a means 
of donating organs and tissue 
in the event of a tragedy. New 
Jerseys driver licenses have 
contained such information for 
years. 

"There are nearly 1,500 res- 
idents in New Jersey waiting 
for a transplant," said Carabal- 
lo (D-Essex). “This is one way 
to decrease the shortage of 
donors and to help those who 
are on waiting lists for organs." 

The Mickey Mantle Foun- 
dation endorsed Caraballo's 
initiative as a positive and nec- 
essary step in helping those in 
need. The Foundation was cre- 
ated before the death of Yan- 
kee great Mickey Mantle to 
increase awareness of organ 
donation and to educate the 
public about the need for more 
donors. 

According to the Coalition 
on Donation, there are approx- 
imately 1,500 patients current- 
ly on a wait list for organs in 
New Jersey. The nationwide 
waiting list is approximately 
66,043. Organ distribution is 
based on a number of criteria, 
but the first test is location of 
the donor in comparison to the 
patient. Organs are not given 
to the sickest patients first. 

Essex County issued over 
3,000 ID cards last year and 
there were over 19,000 cards 
from 18 other counties. If all 
the people who carry an ID 
card were potential donors, the 


organ shortage could be signif- 
icantly decreased in New Jer- 
sey, Caraballo said. 

The genesis for including 
the organ donor information on 
county ID cards was brought to 
Assemblyman Caraballo's 
attention by Essex County 
Clerk Patrick McNally. 

*New Jersey licenses allow 
our residents to give the gift of 
life," said Caraballo. “Why 
should those without a license 
not be allowed to give the same 
gift? The new ID card can 
potentially help people across 
the whole country." 

Caraballo noted the recent 
comeback by NBA sharp-shoot- 
er Sean Elliott, who received a 
liver transplant from his broth- 
er.

“Elliott’s story is a model of 
success when all the pieces fall 
into place,” said Caraballo. 
“His brother donated an organ 
to save his life. Giving county 
ID holders a chance to become 
a donor will increase the odds 
of all those still waiting on lists 
a chance at life.” 

“Each person that donates 
can potentially benefit and 
maybe save the lives of many 
people,” Caraballo said.

The Coalition, which had 
been run by a volunteer board 
of directors since the early 
1980's, has hired a professional 
staff. This was undertaken to 
assist in the efforts to insure 
better services for survivors 
and their loved ones, as well as 
to educate the public, govern- 
ment entities and the media 
about the issues of sexual vio- 
lence. 

The prevailing myth about 
rape (and other types of sexual 
assault) is that it is perpetuat- 
ed by a stranger. In fact, most 
victims are assaulted by some- 
one known to them. It is often 
difficult to comprehend that 
the typical attacker can be the 
victim's spouse, date, friend, 


relative or neighbor. Survivors 
who report a sexual assault are 
often not believed. If they are 
believed, they are often blamed 
for inviting the attack. 

That is why the theme for 
NJCASA'S first statewide pub- 
lic awareness campaign is 
"Begin by believing." Begin by 
believing the victim when s/he 
says s/he has been raped (only 
2 percent of reports of sexual 
violence turn out to be false); 
begin by believing that the vic- 
tim is never to Name; begin by 
believing that anyone can be a 
victim of sexual assault; begin 
by believing that most sexual 
assaults are perpetrated by 
someone known to the victim; 
begin by believing that help is 
available for all survivors and 
their loved ones; and begin by 
believing that all of us have a 
role in working toward the 
elimination of sexual violence 
in our communities.

The son also rises 
as Wagner leads 
Camden to the title 


In 1981, Camden High 
School fielded a basketball team 
which was very simply, a power- 
house. Here was a team that 
blew out a famed DeMatha 
squad out of the Washington, 
DC area. This was a team 
which averaged over 103 points 
per game, and featured 6-8 All- 
American Billy Thompson, 6-2 
super sixth man Kevin Walls, 
and a 6-5 lanky guard named 
Milt Wagner. This was a team 
which did not merely beat their 
opponents, but embarrassed 
them- until they faced Neptune 
High School. Ranked number 
two in the country, Camden was 
plowing through the 1981 state 
tournament, until the group 4 
final, played before a jam 
packed crowd of over 8,000 fans 
at Princeton’s Jadwin Gymnasi- 
um. Camden lost to Neptune 
that evening by 20 points. And 
although Milt Wagner went on 
to win a national championship 
for the Louisville Cardinals and 
was a member of the 1987 world 
championship Lakers, that loss 
to Neptune continued to haunt 
Wagner- until Tuesday. 

Even though Milt Wagner 
did not suit up Tuesday night, 
his son Dajuan did, and as it 
turned out that was more than 
enough as the Camden Panthers 
defeated a 29-1 Seton Hall Prep 
team which was ranked as the 
third best team in the country 
by USA TODAY. In leading 
Camden to a 50-46 upset, Wagn- 
er.the younger not only scored 
27 points, but exorcised demons 
which have haunted his dad for 
nearly 20 years. On Tuesday, 
Camden played the role of David 
taking on Goliath, but instead of 
a sling-shot, Camden’s main 
weapon came armed with a 
jump shot. Sometimes at the 
high school level, scouts, coach- 
es and writers get carried away 
when appraising the skills of 
great high school players. How- 
ever, when it comes to Dajuan, 
its hard to overstate the amaz- 
ing skill of this very young ath- 
lete. 

Only a junior, Dajuan Wagn- 
er has already scored over 2000. 
points over the course of his 
career, and seems well on his 
way to becoming the first player 
in New Jersey history to score 
over 3000 career points. A ter- 
rific shooter, ball handler, and 
defender, Wagner has already 
accomplished a great deal on the 
court. Refreshingly, despite his 
many accolades, Wagner has 
also demonstrated an apprecia- 
tion for the word loyalty. Two 
years ago, Camden High School 
was banned from the New Jer- 
sey State Tournament as a 
result of fighting incidents 
involving Camden fans. Instead 
of deserting a city which has 
endured its fair share of bad 
luck and economic strife, 
Dajuan Wagner decided to 
remain at Camden. Wagner 
spurned the many prep schools 
to which he could have trans- 
ferred, and by returning to Cam- 
den, not only evidenced the type 
loyalty not seem in sports any- 
more, but demonstrated that 
good things do indeed come 
tothose who wait. Just ask Milt 
Wagner and his son Dajuan.

Vincent speaks frankly to students 


NEWARK — Former Major 
League Baseball Commissioner 
Fay Vincent recently talked with 
some aspiring entertainment 
and sports attorneys at the 
Seton Hall School of Law. Base- 
ball's eighth commissioner who 
served in that office from 1989 to 
1992, addressed an initially reti- 
cent class that eventually bom- 
barded him with questions 
about the drama of the latest 
Darryl Strawberry fiasco to the 
issues surrounding revenue 
sharing as a way of rectifying 
the imbalance among the haves 
and the haves not major league 
franchises. 

Vincent, who had a college 
baseball career shortened due to 
a debilitating spinal condition 
and uses canes to assist him to 
walk, is not afraid to walk 
through tough situations that 
many former baseball commis- 
sioners where reluctant to wade. 
In fact, his baseball executive 
career was short by comparison 
with that approach, as in Sep- 
tember of 1992, the owners fired 
him for not being a puppet. 

Initially praised as a decisive 
executive for leading baseball 
through the 1989 World Series 
between the San Francisco 
Giants and Oakland A's that was 
rocked by an earthquake. Tak- 
ing the bull by the horn. Vincent. 
postponed games until it was 
assured that calm had been 
restored to the community. This 
situation fell upon the shoulders 
of a then few weeks old commis- 
sioner, as his friend and former 
commissioner, A. Bart Giammati 
had just passed away and Vinc- 
ent as the assistant commission- 
er was the replacement, 

However, that honeymoon 
period ended when he tried to 
implement things like realign- 
ment, which would move teams 
around to different divisions and 
alter normal rivalries. But that 
also affected the pocketbook of 
some disgruntled owners who 
took him to court. Vincent lost 
that one and many others versus 
the owners. "The courts should- 
n't have been involved in dis- 


putes that concern baseball, but 
they like these types of cases," 
criticizes Vincent. "But they like 
it because how often do they get 
to be involved in interesting mat- 
ters like this." 

Vincent, a lawyer himself, 
though is certainly not against 
the judicial system. He advised 
the students not to be overly con- 
cerned with going right to the 
sports and entertainment indus- 
try. "The key is being able to 
communicate your thoughts and 
ideas to others, whether that be 
in writing or talking to people. If 
you сап do that, you'll be suc- 
cessful." 

Some other suggestions that 
he offered, which many sec as 
radical is his solution to he 
increasing gap betwéen the . ¢ 
market teams and smaller mia 
ket teams. Vincent says that 
until players have a piece of own- 
ership of the franchises, the 
escalation of fiscal problems will 
bedevil baseball. “The reason 
that there are few labor prob- 
lems in other industries is that 
many have learned that if your 
employees share in the ultimate 
success of the company, the like- 
lihood of cooperation is present.” 
He also adds that fans should 
have an equal amount of owner- 
ship as players and owners. 

He blames the owners for 
stopping this and many ideas 
that he had while in office. He 
talked about his fondness for the 
Negro League players who were 
denied opportunities to play 
Major League Baseball That 
may have ben the background 
for him trying to initiate pro- 
grams to expand the ever dwin 
dling number of African-Ameri 
can baseball players. “I know 
there other factors like basket 
ball attracting black athletes. 
but baseball removes Len Cole- 
man, (National League Presi 
dent) an African-American face 
in a position to make changes 
said Vincent. “And the changes 
that I came up with were side- 
stepped because of pressing 
issues like labor negotiations.
